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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argunnent on page 6, 
that "nnutual information is defined as measuring the correlation between two or more events" and "conditional probability (of Su) is not 
the same as mutual information", note that in Su, column 13, lines 34-44, Su does not merely disclose "conditional probability" rather 
conditional probability of a phrase level being reduced given the previous sequence of phrase levels, hence at least two events as 
argued. In response to applicant's argument that "conditional probability does not indicate how the first event influences the second 
event", this is not claimed. All that is required as claimed is that there be determining mutual information, which as argued is defined in 
the specification as being a correlation between two events. Influence is different than correlation. For example, there may be a 
correlation between beach-going people and skin cancer, but that does not mean that going to the beach influences getting skin cancer. 
As such, the determining of conditional probability of a phrase level being reduced given the previous sequence of phrase levels of Su 
meets what is claimed. 
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
